Problems with solid waste man- 
agement was the message the Elba 
City Council heard from Larry Lee 
of the Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning and Development Council 
(SEARP & DC) Monday night. 

Lee reminded city officials of 
legislation passed in the last session 
of the Alabama legislature. 


"Landfills could cost as 
much as $100,000 an 
acre within a few years", 
Larry Lee told the Elba 
City Council 


when the group would return in 
special session at 9:00 a.m., in 
Elba. 

"I have asked the commission to

Medicare Changes Announced 


People in the Wiregrass area 
who dropped their Medicare medical 
insurance coverage or declined it 
when they were first eligible have 
another chance to sign up for it 
now; Jerry Kizzort, Social Security 
manager in Dothan, said recently. 
Between now and March 31, there 
is an annual open enrollment period 
to get coverage, which goes into ef- 
fect July 1. 

Many people who thought Medi- 
care medical insurance was not for 
them might want to take another 
look at it this year, Ms. Kizzort 
said. More extensive services will 
be covered, starting January 1990, 
because of recent legislation. 

Among the items of improved 
coverage are regular mammography 
screenings and increased days of 
home health care. A cap is set on 
the total expenses an individual 
would have to pay in Medicare- 
approved charges. In 1990, that cap 
is $1,370. Coverage of out-patient 
prescription drugs will be phased in 
over a 4-year period, beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1990; In 1990, Medicare 
will cover home IV therapy and im- 
munosuppressive drugs. Coverage 
of all other prescription drugs will 
begin January 1, 1991. 


To pay for these services, Medi- 


care medical insurance premiums 
will also be increasing to $31,90 
per month in 1989, Ms. Kizzort 
noted. In addition, all people eligi- 
ble for hospital insurance will pay 
an annual supplemental premium 
based on their income tax liability 
and collected as part of their income 
tax. For the tax year 1989, the rate 
will be $22.50 for each $150 of in- 
come tax liability, up to a maxi- 
mum of $800 per person. 

Anyone with questions about 
coverage can call a special toll-free 
Medicare phone number, 1-800- 
888-1998. Questions about the sup- 
plemental premium should be di- 

_ rected to the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. For a free IRS publication, 
available January 1989, which ex- 
plains the Supplemental Medicare 
Premium; call toll-free, 1-800-424- 
3676 and ask for Publication 934.

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Hats Off To Folks Who Raise Pulley Bones ..

Whether. I'm enjoying my 


‘Mama's chicken dressing, Buna's 
-famous chicken pie, or the Colo- 


nel's old-fashioned fried, I never 
lake the blessing of chicken meat 


‘for granted, 


Living with Mama during the 
"good ole days" when baby chicks 
first saw the light of day from un- 
derfeath a setting hen taught me to 
appreciate pulley bones and the 
work that's required to produce 'em. 

It was not the easiest task in the 
world keeping hard-headed Domi- 
necker hens from stealing to their 
nests in the woods where both they 
and their little "doodies" were easy 
prey for possums and foxes. 

And once you had corralled the 
old birds and made them hatch their

young in the chicken house or ina 


’ stable feed-trough, there was then 


the worry of the hens becoming 
overly anxious when the biddies 
started to hatch. 

When this happened the mothers 
would peck the shells off the baby 


~ chicks instead of letting the little 


fellows fight their way out, thus 
making themselves strong. 

In these cases, Mama would al- 
ways bring the struggling litle 
birds inside and keep them in a box 
of rags near the warm hearth for a 
couple of days. Her remedy for the 
premature chicks was the same as 
that used for chickens with the 
“sore head;" she mixed Watkins 
Liniment in their drinking water. 

I will never forget the time my 
pet “banty"” (Bantam) hen got the 
sore head, It grieved me greatly to 
see Erma (so named after the lady 
up the road who'd given the young 
pullet to me) - it made me very sad 
to see My Erma drooping around 
and not wanting to swallow the 
popcorn | secretly shelled for her 
(because I thought the grains of big 
corn might get stuck in her throat). 

I was relieved when Mama said 
she'd put her in a coop and give her 
water with some of Granny's good 
Watkins Liniment in it. That is, I 
had renewed hope until I saw 
Mama put only one-half teaspoon 
of that medicine into a full pint of 
water, I figured my Erma was a 
goner unless | acted fast. 

Seeing Mama then head to the 
spring with a big wash I quickly 
added ten "big" spoons of that "life- 


giver" (so called by Granny) to my ., 


Erma’s little pan of water - the pan 
that was connected beneath the pint 
ar. 
: After I'd stuck Erma's beak into 
the potent liquid several times and 
then thrown her head backward to 
make sure she swallowed it - after 
I'd administered this emergency 
treatment to my dear little hen I sat 
her down to await a miraculous re- 
covery. 

She began to loudly squawk and 
circle inside her coop at full speed. 
Daddy came running from the bam 
to investigate the loud noise just as 
I was prematurely thanking God for 
Erma’s full recovery. 

At that moment Erma fell 
a'sprawling, threw her head back- 
ward and gave up the ghost forever- 
more. This hard lesson in raising 
pulley bones to maturity added to 
my growing appreciation for the 
folks who did it. 

There were many other opportu- 
nities in my childhood for me to 
learn to appreciate poultry produc- 
ers. 

I was reminded of a major one 
last spring when the local paper 
carried a story of a theft, It seems a 
couple were caught stealing cow 
manure. 

Now I'm a Christian and believe 
God's commandment forbidding 
theft. But even if I were an atheist 
there are two things you'd never 
have to worry about me stealing; 
one of them is cow manure and the 
other is what city folks in this day 
refer to as “chicken litter,” (which, 
plainly put, is chicken excrement - 
chicken manure - mixed with wood 
shavings). And, believe me, mixing 
it with something does not exactly 
take the edge off having to clean 
out the henhouse come spring. 

I should know - Mama was a 
woman before her time, and four- 
five decades back had Daddy bring 
sawdust from the sawmill to spread 
underneath the roosts in the hen- 
house. And then when Bill and 1 
were instructed around February- 
March every year to clean out the 
henhouse and spread the takings in 
the garden - - well the-fact that the 


chicken waste was mixed with saw- 
dust did not appreciably improve 
mine and "Bill's attitude toward the 
unpleasant task, It made us vow 
never to make our living raising 
chickens. 

I've been surprised recently also 
to read that our government has 
paid experimental agriculturists big 
money to discover that "chicken lit- 
ter" is a great fertilizer to use for 
growing vegetables. My Mama 
took great stock in that knowledge 
when I was ony knee-high to a 
duck. 

And I would’a told folks years 
ago that we were gonna run into the 
problem we now have of trying to 
dispose of too much chicken litter 
in too concentrated of an area. 

I paid sorely for the same mis- 
take a long time ago. In a hurry to 
get the chicken house cleaned out, 
get it spread in the garden, and be 
off to my friend Jewel's house, I put 
the refuse about ten times thick on 
my Mama's rows of Kentucky 
Wonder pole beans as I'd been in- 
structed. 

And lo and behold - instead of a 
lot of a good thing being better - 
when the weather tumed dry the 
beans burned to a crisp, became 
brown and died as a result of too 
strong an application of chicken 
manure, 

(Mama then made an application 
on me that I felt was too strong.) 

Now I know that computers and 
other discoveries have made raising 
chickens a lot easier than in 
Mama's day. You take for instance 
the mechanical watering troughs 
and the feeders, (Some of those 
feeder's I've read can now even dis- 
criminate against female chickens. 
They let the roosters eat their hearts 
out and make the pore old pullets 
stay on a dict; some of ‘em only get 
to cat every other day.) 

And when the birds get sick I 
reckon those mechanical things will 
put the Watkins Liniment in auto- 
matically, just the correct amount 
so they won't wind up like my 
Erma. 

But there are some things you 
just can't completely mechanize. 

Catching those chickens from 
off the roosts when they are ready 
for the market is a good example. 
Yes - I know that today poultry 
companies will bring trained 
"catchers" to your big chicken

houses and they will turn on some 
fancy red lights (which permit folks 
to see while leaving the birds lulled 
into thinking it's still nightie-nite 
time). 

But even with all of these im- 
provements I betcha that catching 
thousands of chickens in one night 
is not what it's cracked up to be. 

Actually my experience with 
catching chickens off a roost is lim- 
ited to nabbing one occasionally, 
just before the break of dawn on a 
Sunday moming - one to kill and 
cook for the preacher's dinner. 

And to the times when we had to 
grab some fowls from trees after 
dark and rush them into the hen- 
house to save them from the foxes. 

But even so I can still detect a 
couple of faint physical scars I ob- 
tained while catching chickens. 
One I got when I surprised a dozing 
setting hen in a low-slung China- 
berry tree. The other came from a 
rooster's spur when I was dis- 
patched to sacrifice him as a 
Thanksgiving turkey. 

I have emotional scars on my 
life also - deeply embedded scars 
from the humiliation of having 
fowls flap their wings in my face 
and deposit their litter on my being 
when I caught them. (My younger 
sisters Trillie and Betty tell me I 
"don't know nothin’ " since I never 
volunteered to help our neighbors 
"catch hundreds for the market" 
like they did (just once, and then 
unknowingly) -- just after mass- 
chicken-producing came into vogue 
in Alabama in the early 50's. 

Yep - my brother Bill and I - 
and our sisters Trillie and Betty, are 
all for a commendation right now. 
Having lived on a farm where 
Domineckers, Banties, and Rhode 
Island Reds were raised, and hav- 
ing learned the hard way - - we all 
want to herewith take our Hats Off 
to folks today who make their liv- 
ing by raising those delicious pul- 
ley bones for folks like you and me 
to eat (even if they've never learned 
how to cut the bones so they could 
be saved for "pulling”).

"A Non-ADC family receiving 
child support services through the 
Department of Human Resources 1s 
not automatically eligible for the 
income tax intercept program," 
Smith noted. 

In order to be eligible for the 
program, Non-ADC households 
must provide the name and correct 
social security number of the ab- 
sent parent who owes the delin- 
quent payments; the delinquent 
amount must be at least $150; the 
child support debt must be undis- 
puted; and the child or children for 
whom the support obligation is due 
must be less than 19 years of age. 

Non-ADC households pay one 
application fee for regular child 
support services, and they pay a 
separate fee for the tax refund inter- 
cept program. 

For regular child support servic- 
es, the application fee ranges from 
$5 to $25, depending upon house- 
hold income. An additional $5 fee 
must be paid for the tax refund in- 
tercept program. Both fees must be 
paid to the Coffee County Depart 
ment of Human Resources at the 
time of application," Smith pointed 
oul.

Peanut Leafspot 

We have just gone through the 
wettest June that many of us have 
seen in many years. It is great to go 
into the first of July with all of our 
peanut fields with adequate mois- 
ture. 

The weather in recent weeks - 
wet and warm. - has created perfect 
conditions for leafspot diseases. 
The rainy weather got started be- 
fore a lot of growers had the chance 
to make their first leafspot spray. 

| have already begun to see leaf- 
spot on peanuts, and it is likely that 
growers in other counties are also 
seeing carly leafspot, particularly 
on older peanuts. 
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Like a snowball rolling down a 
hill, leafspot diseases are easy to 
stop early but once they get rollin 
in a field, there's no way to ‘low 
them down. Growers who have al- 
ready got leafspot should make sev- 
eral Bravo sprays on a 7- to 10-day 
schedule, ; 

If the current weather pattern of 
showers holds, Bravo should be ap- 
plied on a shorter spray schedule to 
insure good disease control, These 
sprays should also be broadcast 
rather than banded over the row to 
insure maximum coverage of the 
plants,

crickets. The nymphs are very 
small, and you probably think you 
don't have any. They are not big 
enough to show any damage. If you 
had mole crickets or signs of them 
last year, you most likely have a re- 
infestation this year. 

The small nymphs are easier to 
kill at this time of year than at an 
other time. Most cricket bait is ef- 
fective now as well as other recom- 
mended insecticides. If you have 
used Oftanol for two years in a 
row, I would not recommend using 
it again because it loses its effec- 
tiveness to control mole crickets. 
Insecticides cleared for homeowner 
use are Orthene, Oftanol, and Durs 
ban bail.

Help Prevent Drug Abuse 

Much can be done in the family 

to greatly reduce the chance their 
adolescents will abuse drugs. Re- 
search shows that parents can best 
help control their childen's drug use 
by: 
*Setting clear limits of behavior. 
Youth need definite boundaries. 
Parents can set these boundaries in 
love, Rules about homework, tele- 
vision use, curfew and drugs should 
be enforced. Good behavior is ac- 
knowledged. 

*Maintaining close relationships 
with chilren, Youth who admire 
and respect their parents are less 
likely to use drugs. Spend plenty of 
quality time with youth and take an 
interest in their activities. 

Helping with personal prob- 
lems and decisions. Youngsters 
who often seek guidance and ad- 
vaice from their parents are more 
likely to have never used drugs. 
The message: be available! 

*Taking a firm stand against 
drug use. Parents can't actually con- 
trol their teen's smoking, drinking, 
or other drug use when they are 
away from home, but teens need to 
understand clearly what parents’ 
values are, through what parents 
say and do. 

«Building family strengths, Drug 
use is thought to arise in part from 
an inability tocope wiht the stresses

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of daily life. Families who develop 
healthy coping strategies in re- 
sponse tolife's challenges do not 
generally abuse drugs. Adolescents 
with strong bonds to family and 
schook are less likely to be influ- 
enced by drug-using peers. 


Cancer and Your Diet 


Coffee Countains often ask me: 


about the links between cancer and 
diet. According to the National: 
Cancer Society, no one food can 
keep a person from developing can- 
cer, but a sensible lifestyle that in- 
cludes a balanced, varied, moderate 
diet may reduce cancer risk. 

Enough evidence exists to show 
that some kinds of food may pro- 
mote cancer, while others smay in- 
hibit its development. 

Eating more vegetables, fruits 
and whole grains instead of fatty 
foods is one way to reduce cancer 
risk and still have a satisfying diet. 
Whole grains, fruits and vegetables 
contain several substances that may 
help reduce your chances of devel- 
oping certain forms of cancdr.

"Tl have sold colts and mares to 
owners across the south," said Mr. 
Wise, who also grows Christmas 
trees for sale, "and have never once 
advertised that I wanted to sell any- 
thing. People hear about my horses 
by word of mouth and other breed- 
ers and are often willing to buy a 
mare over the phone, just on my 
word, I am proud of my herd and 
the quality of my horses is known 
across the nation." 

Mr. Wise reported that he sold 
25 colts in 1988 and has sold 15 
this year, with the majority of the 
buyers coming from out of state. 

Mr. Wise stated that the minia- 
ture horses were first used in coal 
mines, where animals were needed 
that were small enough to fit in the 
passages, yet strong enough to do 
the work needed. 

The horses were bred down in 
size with only the strongest and 
smallest being used as breeding 
stock, and over the years the minia- 
ture horses became smaller and 
smaller. 

In recent times the horses have 
become common sites at carnivals 
and parades and now the miniatures 
have become a hobby and business 
for many breeders across the na- 
tion. 

Many of the horses are sold for 
pets to the wealthy, who display 
the animals at horse shows and oth- 
er events. 

"There are no real breeds in min- 
iature horses," said Wise, "they are 
just horses who were bred down

over the years until they have be- 
come just what you see - miniature 
horses.” 

"I try to breed down the stock 
every year and have been success- 
ful in being able to bring down the 
size of the horses and at the same 
time being able to keep the animals 
well proportioned,” said Wise. 
"Many times you'll see miniatures 
that have heads half the size of 
their bodies and look like freaks. I 
want to raise small horses that are 
just that, small horses. I want my 
herd to be horses that look like 
horses and act like horses. I would 
rather have five good horses than 
25 that I wouldn't be proud of. I'm 
not depending on the horses to 
make a living and I like to have 
good horses like other people do. | 
think my caring shows in my hors- 
es." 

"I want my horses to have 
straight legs, high tails, high heads 
and overall good confirmation," 
said Wise, "as well as having good 
personalities. I don’t breed horses 
that cause me problems and try to 
make sure that all my horses are 
friendly. It's not always possible, 
but I try!" 

Mr. Wise reported that he would 
like to have horses from 25-30 
inches in height and would contin- 
ue to breed down the animals until 
he has horses that small. 

One horse nicknamed "Boss 
Hoss" is almost a year old and will 
grow no larger than 24-28 inches, 
making Mr. Wisc’s dreams closer to 
a reality.

Aunt Hannah said, "I finished 
qvelfth grade; I attended Center 
Ridge School in Barbour County. 
Had to walk to school and the 
schoolhouse was miles from where 
we lived. Sometimes the weather 
was bad. 

"I remember two of my teachers 
(I believe they are dead now) - Ola 
Wilson and Betty Padgett. 

"My parents farmed and all of us 
children had to work in the ficld 
{rom sunup to suundown. My own 
children had to work too. 

"I have grandchildren, great- 
grands and great-great-grands. 
Now, in these times parents don't 
raise children like they used to. My 
father and mother made us go to 
church (if we didn't want to go, we 
didn't let them know it), They were 
strict, and they were slaves. During 

Hoover's time,” times were hard, 
hard. It was work, work. 

"Back then we had to ‘tote’ water 
from a spring. My mother would 
carry a bucket of water on her head 
and not spill a drop. Gourd dippers 
were used to dip and drink from. 
The cedar buckets had to be 
scrubbed every day. 

"In washing our clothes, we had 
to wash, battle them on a_ battlin’ 
block and put them in a big black 
washpot to boil with lye soap. Then 
rinse, rinse, rinse to get the scent of 
the lye soap out (which was hard to 
do). 

"On our farm my daddy would 


kill eight or more hogs at one lime, 


and after | married my husband and 
1 would do the same. I still raise 
hogs, chickens and ducks. Because 
my health has gotten so bad I can't 
iend my garden like I want to, but I 
still love to try. 

"I used to pick 400-500 pounds 
of cotton a day. While picking cot- 
ton we - my parents and the other 
children - would sing, "Walk With 
Me Lord," and those old metered 
hymns. 

"The first church I remember go- 
ing to was Elam First Baptist in 
Barbour County. A Rev. Shorter 
was pastor - he was the first preach- 
er I ever heard preach, Rev. Ho- 
ward Davis, Union Springs, Ala., 
baptized me. 

"We later moved to Ozark and 
then later the family and I came to 
Coffee County. I married in Bar- 
bour County (Clayton), and raised a 
number of grandchildren with my 
children. 

"T moved my membership to 


* Rocky Head Baptist Church, Elba, 


after moving here. Rev. Joe Wil- 
liams, Troy, was pastor. I later unit- 
ed with the New Zion Baptist 
Church, Elba, where Rev. Baldwin 
was pastor. Now the present pastor 
is Rev. W,L4*Peterson. 

"All my sisters and brothers, fa- 
ther and mother are dead now - I 
am the only one left. God said He 


> would take care of me and He has 
* because I promised Him I would 
serve Him until I die. 


“The Lord is good, children - I 
love to talk about the Lord! I am
